Dispute May Go Before

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)~— 
John L. Lewis and the United 
Mine Workers made no move to- 
day fo Obey a court order direct- 
ing them to end a 22-day-old mine 
walkout. 

Reports from the mine fields 
indicated few if any miners bowed 
to a United States district court 
order signed Saturday night by 
Judge Matthew F. McGuire. Only 


two clashes in West Virginia dis- 
turbed the walkout calm. 

Reports from state after state 
were the same. The coal diggers 
—400,000 UMW members across 
the natien—chose not to work. 

~ Steel Mines Idle. 

Among the silent mines were 
those of steel companies—includ- 
ing United States Steel and Jones 
& Laughlin—which had kept biast 
furnace operations going at full 
capacity here on the chance the 
coal stoppage might last only a 
few weeks. 

There was no sign of a return 
to work by the 23,000 UMW mem- 
bers in Illinois, where the walk- 
out is causing a production loss 
estimated at 175,000 tons of coal 
a day. One Illinois miner who 
refused to disclose his name said 
UMW officers had told the mem- 
bers, “We didn’t tell you to go 
out and we're not telling you to | 
go back.” | 

Lewis himself gave no sign he | 
Planned to comply with the. 
court’s directive, issued at the. 
government's request. 

“No comment,” was his snappy 
reply as he arrived at his union 
headquarters in mid-morning and 
was asked about the order.

BRITISH, RUSSIAN PLANES 
COLLIDE NEAR BERLIN; 15 DIE 


—English and 
Fighter 


Soviet Pilot and All Aboard Transport Killed 


Americans Plan 
Escorts. 


BERLIN, April 5 (AP) — A 
Soviet fighter smashed into a 
British transport plane outside 
Berlin today and plummeted it to 
a fiery crash-landing which killed 
all 14 persons aboard. The Soviet 
plane also crashed and the pilot 
perished. 

The collision occurred at about 
500 feet above the ground as the 
British Viking, inbound from Lon- 
don, was preparing to land at 
Gatow airport here. 

Two Americans were among the 
10 passengers and four crewmen 
listed as aboard the transport. 
They were Mrs. Frances Ruth 
Clough, 25 years old, of Detroit, 
Mich., the wife of a British citi- 
zen, and a Sgt. Pindus, not other- 
wise identified. Also aboard was 
Robert H. Collier, a British United 
Press correspondent. 

The incident brought new ten- 
sion to Berlin, just as feelings be- 
tween the Russians and the three 
Western Allies were being eased. 

(In London, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said the British Gov- 
ernment took a very serious view 
of the collision.) 

A spokesman for Gen. Sir Brian 
R-bertson, the British commander 
in Germany, announced tonight 
that British planes coming into 
Berlin will have fighter escorts 
is received that 
Soviet planes “will not again en- 
danger British flights.” The Brit- 
ish charged that the Soviet plane, 
was in a British area illegally. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
Military Governor, announced that 
United States planes also would 
be given fighter escort unless the 
Russians “satisfactorily” explain 
the incident. 

Germans who saw the collision 


said the fighter plane came up 
under the Viking, a two-engined 
plane of the British European 
Airways, and sheared off a wing. 
The British plane fell in flames 
into Soviet-occupied territory; the 
Russian fighter came down in the 
British sector of Berlin. Apparently 
the collision occurred almost ex- 
actly above the border line be- 
tween the two areas, 

Since all aboard both planes 
were killed, British officials said 
they could not determine whether 
the Russian pilot had been diving 
deliberately at the _ transport. 
Three German eyewitnesses said 
the Russian appeared to be play- 
ing with the British plane. 

There have been frequent ru- 
mors that Soviet fighters were 
buzzing American and _ British 


planes, but pilots who flew freight 
and passengers last week between 
Frankfurt and Berlin reported no 
trouble. 

Maj. Michael Davis, a British 
press relations otficer, said that, 
although the Russian fighter 
landed in the British sector, 13 
Soviet soldiers surrounded the 
area and at first refused to allow 
anyone to approach. 

British Maj. Gen. E. O. Herbert 
arrived then, however, and or- 
dered the Russians back into. the 
Soviet sector, except for one to 
stand guard. British soldiers were 
posted about the area. 

Davis said the Russians then de- 

clared that, since they could have 
only one guard over.the fighter, 
the British could have only one 
over the transport. 
Later the Russians allowed a 
Royal Air Force work party to 
enter and take the bodies from 
the transport.

OFF 10 PCT. AFTER 
STOCKYARDS SLUMP

was $9 below the record 
established shortly after OPA con- 
trols were lifted, and compares 
with the $16.20 ceiling price estab- 
lished under OPA. Bidding on ex- 
tremely heavy hogs indicated the 
price would go below the Govern- 
ment support price of $16.95 in 
effect this week and next, 
The lowered prices were attrib- 
uted by a spokesman for the Pro- 
ducers Live Stock Commission 
Association to lowered slaughter- 
ing operations caused by the 
strike of packinghouse workers 
and the desire of producers to cut 
high feed costs shipping ani- 
mals to market. ational Stock- 
yards with 16,500 head, had the 
heaviest run of hogs this year and 
the largest reported by the 12 
leading markets in the United 
States,

A motorist, who early today led 
police on a wild chase for 27 
blocks, was shot twice and cap- 
tured after his machine lost a 
tire at Lindell boulevard and 
Sarah street and he tried to es- 
cape on fodt.

Synthetic Hamburger of Milk; 
Taste Is Like That of Ground Beef 


NEW YORK, April 5 (UP)— 
Americans some day may be eat- 
ing hamburgers made from milk, 
according to Dr. Barnett Sure, 
professor of chemistry at Ar- 
kansas University. 

It can be done now, Dr. Sure 
said in a report to the American 
Chemical Society. Synthetic ham- 
burgers are made from a powder, 
composed almost entirely from 
milk solids, he said. The powder 
is mixed with water and cooked. 
The taste is said to be the same 
as that of groynd beef. 

Futhermore, according to Dr. 
Sure, the powder can be used for 
teat joaf, meat balls and mince

He reports also that the’ in 


powder has more protein than 
beef, and that it is rich in cal- 
cium, 

Dr. Sure’s “synthetic beef” has 
been served to Little Rock (Ark.) 
school officials, he reported, and 
now authofities of that state are 
considering the possibility of add- 
ing the prepared powder to school 
lunches, 

He said the powder might be 
used to reliéve food shortages in 
Europe and other countries. It 
costs much less than even the 
cheap cuts of meat, he said.

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MPKISSICK JURORS 
TELL WHY THEY 
ACQUITTED 8 IN 
PRIMARY FRAUDS 


All Agree There Were 
Gross Violations, but 
Cite Pressure, Quarrels 
Among Selves, Doubt 
of Evidence,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 5— 
Outside pressure, courtroom ten- 
sions, personal quarrels of jurors, 


and some actual doubts as to the 
completeness of Government evi- 
dence, account for the acquittal of 
Henry McKissick and seven other 
Kansas City political workers of 
charges of conspiracy in the Au- 
gust. 1946 primary frauds. This 
was ascertained by this corres- 
pondent in talks with the jury 
members at their homes since the 
trial ended on the eve of Easter 
Sunday. 

While seven of the 12 jurors vot- 
ed for acquittal from the outset. 
all agreed that gross frauds were 
committed In the primary. It was 
in this primary that Enos A. Ax- 


tell, President Truman’s hand- 
picked candidate for Congress, was 
certified as winning the Demo- 
cratic nomination over Represen- 
tative Roger C. Slaughter, the in- 
cumbent. Axtell was backed by 
the Pendergast machine, including 
the deliverable McKissick Fif- 
teenth street faction. 
Points of Disagreement. 

While agreeing that there was 
ample evidence of “ghost” voting 
and vote buying, the jurors were 
divided as the fixing of responsi- 
bility on the defendants, and par- 
ticularly as to the legally vital 
and necessary element of con- 
spiracy by the accused persons. 

An element in this uncertainty 
was the jurors’ distrust of some 
of the Government’s witnesses, res- 
idents of the deliverable “flop- 
house” district, where standards 
of citizenship are not high. 

Points which impressed some 
of the jurors were the apparent 
contradictions, pointed out by de 
fense lawyers, between statements 
made by Government witnesses to 
agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and statements made 
under questioning by the defense. 

Jurors also thought it odd that 
city police and election officials 
of both parties testified they had 
not seen key Government wit- 
nesses at the polling places. Some 
of the witnesses, one or two ju- 
rors thought, wquld have been no- 
ticed and remembered if they had 
been where they said they were. 

The general demeanor of de- 
fendants impressed some of the 
jurors favorably, especially that of 
George R. Clark, Jackson county 
assessor. The writer learned of 
at least one instance where indi- 
rect pressure was brought on a 
juror to convince him that Clark 
was “a fine man.” Evidence was 
also introduced to show a polit- 
ical schism between Clark and 
McKissick. 

Modica Acquittal a Factor. 

Some jurors were influenced by 
the fact that United States Dis- 
trict Judge Richard M. Duncan 
granted a directed verdict of ac- 
quittal to Charles Modica, clerk 
in the criminal division of Circuit 
Court, because of insuffiicent evi- 
dence, They expressed the opin- 
jon that there was substantially 
as much evidence against Modica, 
save for a mistaken identification, 
as the others. Of the original 10 
defendants, including Modica, one 
died during the trial. He was 
Morris Marks, chief clerk in the 
county collector's office. 

The jurors, mainly farmers or 
dwellers in rural communities out- 
side Kansas City and Jackson 
County, were not impounded. Most 
of them returned to their homes

In his answer to the Russians, 
Maj. Gen, N. C, D. Brownjohn, 
British deputy military governor, 
accepted their invitation for the 
British. 

Then he remarked he under- 
stood the United States and 
French had received similar offers 
to discuss the regulations. 

“IT would suggest, therefore,” 
Brownjohn said, “that it would 
save time if representatives of all 
four commanders discuss the ques- 
tion together.” 

If the Russians should agree to 
this, it would result in the first 
four-power meeting on the Ger- 
man control] level since the Rus- 
sians walked out on the Allied 
Control Council March 20, 

The special train of Lt. Gen, 
Sir Brian Robertson, British com- 
mander in Germany, passed the 
Russians’ Marienborn checkpoint 
early today with no apparent in- 
terference. It was the first Berlin- 
bound Western military passenger 
train to get through since the 5So- 
viet rules took eftect. 

Barge Traffic Resumed, 

A British official in Hamburg 
said barge traffic between tho 
British zone and Berlin began 
again today after weekend British- 
Russian discussions. 

Meanwhile, the Russians, in ac- 
cordance with notice given last 
Friday, failed to show up for 
a meeting of the Kommandan- 
tura Committee on Cultural Af- 
fairs. The American, British and 
French members adjourned the 
meeting quickly. 

This is one of seven committees 
whose merger the Russians pro- 
posed In Friday's Kommandantura 
meeting because they said they 
were short of manpower. 

The Americans let the Russians 
resume normal operation of the 
Soviet railroad headquarters build- 
ing. 

The United States Army with- 
drew military police from around 
Russian railroad headquarters in 
the American. sector of Berlin 
yesterday, after the Russians 
gave in to American demands that 
they remove eight armed sentries 
from the building. 

Field Marshal Viscount Mont- 
gomery, British imperial chief of 
staff, is scheduled to fly into 
Berlin for meetings tomorrow 
with the military commanders of 
all four occupying powers.

AGGRESSIVE WAR CHARGES 
DISMISSED IN KRUPP TRIAL 


U.S. Court Finds 
Against 12 Defend 


Spoliation Counts Remain. 


Insufficient Evidence

: NUERNBERG, Germany, April 
(UP)—A United States war 
crimes court today dropped the 
charges of conspiracy to wage 
aggressive war against 12 direc- 
tors of the Krupp Works, makers 
of German arms for 138 years. 
After they had been on trial for 
nearly four months, the court 


suddenly announced the partial 
clearing of -Alfried Krupp, head 
of the family dynasty since 1043, 
and his 11 fellow defendants, 

The only charges left against 
them were those of abuse of slave 
labor in Krupp factories and 
spoliation of industrial plants in 
the European nations overrun by 
the Nazis. 

Announcement Unexpected. 

Justice H. C. Anderson of Jack- 
son, Tenn. the presiding justice, 
made the wholly unexpected an- 
nouncement regarding the charges 
early this afternoon. 

The charges were that the 
Krupp directors criminally helped 
wage aggressive war, and con- 
spired to commit crimes against 
peace and humanity by aggres- 
sive War measures. 

“There ig insufficient evidence 
to sustain conviction on these 
counts,” Anderson announced. 
The announcement took Krupp 
and his colleagues by surprise, and 
left them jubilant. The prosecu- 
tion, headed by Joseph W. Kauf- 
man of New York and Russell 
Thayer of Boston, had “no com- 
ment.” Brig. Gen. Tilford Taylor, 
chief United States war crimes 
prosecutor, said the ruling “is a 
disappointment.” 

Trial Began Last Dec. 8. 
The Krupp directors went on 
trial last Dec. 8 They had been 
indicted Aug. 6 as the directors

ARGENTINA TURNS 


DOWN COLLECTIVE 
SECURITY ACTIO 


Statement at Bogota Im- 
perils U.S. Hope of 
Strong Anti-Communist 
Stand by Parley.

BOGOTA, April 5 (UP)—Argen- 
tina announced in the _ inter- 
American conference today that 
it would reject “all collective ac- 
tion because that is the basic ele- 
ment of the super-state.” The 
action appeared to imperil United 
States hopes of a strong anti- 
Communist resolution in the con- 
ference. 

Argentine Delegate Pascual 
Larosa made the statement in a 
denunciation of those who have 
called Argentina “a fascist state.” 
He spoke at a committee meet- 
ing preceding this afternoon's 
plenary session. 

It was the first overt declara- 
tion. in the conference of the 
rivalry between the United States 
and Argentina, and was reminis- 
cent of their split over Nazism at 
the Rio de Janeiro conference in 
1942, just after Pearl Harbor. 
They appeared headed for a simi- 
lar controversy over Communism 
at this conference. 


Clause in Pact Opposed. 


Larosa did not amplify his re- 
Marks in the genera) debate. They 
were subjected to the interpreta- 
tion that Argentina was renounc- 
ing the collective action envisaged 
in the Rio de Janeiro treaty, the 
United Nations, and the treaty 
being drafted here. 


He called specifically for elimi- 
nation from the “organic pact” of 
the Americas a paragraph which 
denounces direct or indirect inter- 
vention- of a state or group of 
states in the internal or external 
affairs of any other, but adds:

Instead, he said in a_ radio 
broadcast, the Americans, along 
with the Russians, have “just sat 
back and called each other 
names.” 

Roosevelt, who recently’ re- 
pudiated President Truman and 
urged the election of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower on the Democratic 
ticket, participated in a program 
with Joseph C. Grew, former 
United States Ambassador to 
Japan. 

Roosevelt asserted that the na- 
tion’s present leaders are “not 
realistic.” They are “not fair,” he 
said, “in telling us just what the 
next war would involve,” 

Grew objected, saying that 
“even with all our present knowl- 
edge” United States leaders “could 
not tell us because it is not 
known,” 

Roosevelt replied that “we are 
casually getting ready for a war 
of extinction and we have never 
once told the world of a concrete 
plan for peace.” 


The ex-Ambassador insisted this 
was untrue. He said the United 
States had sought to reach “reas 
sonable agreement” on atomic con- 
trols and other matters with the 
Russians, but “got nowhere.” 

Roosevelt said maybe that was 
so, “but we have put little pegs 
on all our proposals and have sur- 
rounded ... (them) with many 
things not clear to American citi- 
zens.” 


He said the nation’s present de- 
fense program is not “realistic,” 
and called on Americans to “take 
the lead in solving the over-all 
world economic problems.” 

The American Jewish Congress, 
meeting. in New York yesterday, 
adopted a resolution urging a 
meeting of leaders of the United 
States arid Russia in a move to 
avert war, and United States 
moves to strengthen the United 
Nations toward the same ends.

TRUMAN AGAIN VETOES BILL 
AFFECTING NEWS VENDORS 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
President Truman vetoed today 
for the second time a bill to 
exempt certain vendors of news- 
papers and magazines from the 
Social Security Act, The Dill 
(H, R. 5052) was similar to one 
he rejected last August. 

He said the legislation “raises 
the fundamental question of 
whether or not we shall maintain 
the integrity of our social secur- 
ity system.” 

“H. R. 5052 would remove social 
security protection from news 
vendors who make a full-time job 
of selling papers and who are de- 
pendent on their job for their live- 
lihood,” Truman explained in his 
veto message to the House. 

He said it would make social 
security rights of these employes 
“depend almost completely upon 
the form in which their employ- 
ers might choose to cast their 
employment contracts.”

INVENTOR HERE LOSES TAX 
CASE IN SUPREME COURT 


Joseph Sunnen Ruled Liable on $261,000 in 


Patent Royalties He Had Assigned 
to His Wife. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)—

|The Supreme Court decided 7-2) pan 


| today that an inventor must pay 
‘income taxes on patent royalties 
which he assigned to his wife. 

| The inventor, Joseph Sunnen of 
Clayton, Mo., gave to his wife 
royalties totaling more than $261,- 
000 for 1937 through 1941. She 
paid income taxes on the royal- 
ties, but the Government con- 
tended the royalty payments 
should have been included, in- 
stead, in Sunnen’s income tax 
returns, 

Justice Murphy delivered the 
majority decision. Justices Frank- 
furter and Jackson dissented. 

Sunnen held 1780 of a total of 
2000 shares of outstanding stock 
of the Sunnen Products Co., mant 
|ufacturer of grinding machines 
and other tools, His wife held 200 
|shares. In exchange for a 10 per 
cent royalty, Sunnen gave the 
company licenses to manufacture 
devices covered by his patents. 
He assigned the royalty payments 
to his wife in a formal assign- 


ment notice given to the cop- 


y. 

The United States Tax Court 
ruled the royalties were taxable 
income of Sunnen, but the United 
States Circuit Court in St. Louis 
reversed it. The Government then 
appealed to the Supreme Court..- 

Murphy said the majority based 
its decision on the power of the 
husband to regulate the amount 
of the royalties, 

Murphy said the transactions 
Involved “were simply a realloca- 
tion of income within the family 
group—a reallocation which did 
not shift the incidents of income 
tax liability.”

Clark, who nominated Mrs. Es- 
till to be foreman, said some neigh- 
bors had reproached him for “turn- 
ing them loose.” There might 
have been sOme convictions, he 
observed, had the issue been ghost 
voting or vote buying instead of 
conspiracy. 


Criticized for “Visiting.” 

Clark, who was criticized by 
some of the jurors for “visiting 
around” during the trial, said that 
he may have said “good morning” 
to some of the defendants, as a 
casual greeting. He added that 
he “joshed” the attorneys on both 
sides, suggesting to a defense at- 
torney that he pass around among 
the jurors some of the whisky 
that had been given, according to 
testimony, by McKissick to a pros- 
pective Government witness in St. 
Louls while obtaining a statement 
from him. Clark said he also 
jocularly requested a Government 
attorney to introduce his “good 
looking secretary” to the jurors. 

Mrs. Estfll, interviewed in the 
Lawson post office, conceded she 
made up her mind to vote for 
acquittal before deliberations for- 
mally began. She said she did so 
after hearing the testimony of 
William G. Davis, a key Govern- 
ment witness, who was. enter- 
tained by McKissick in St. Louis 
after he Mad been mysteriously 
arrested. 

Mrs. Estill said that Davis dis- 
played “a smart aleck, bragga- 
docio air.” She didn’t believe the 
other government witnesses either, 
she said, and was influenced also 
by the release of Modica, 

“Why, the Government didn’t 
have any evidence,” Mrs. Estill re- 
marked, “although there was

French, who voted for acquittal 
from the outset, said he felt that 
the Government witnesses were 
unreliable and that the prosecu- 
tion had failed to link the defend- 
ants in a conspiracy.

Victor Reuther Addresses 


WALLACE PARTY 
CALLED “TOOL Or 
SOVIET POLICY 


CIO Clerks Here—In- 


The Henry Wallace third party 
was termed “a tool of Soviet 
policy” by Victor G, Reuther, edu- 
cation director of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers, speaking 
here yesterday at the ‘annual city- 
wide convention of the CIO United 
Distribution Workers, at Hotel 
De Soto, 

Reuther’s talk followed a reso- 
lution adopted by the 350 dele-| 
gates, calling for formation 
“eventually” of a third party work- 
ing for the interests of labor, the 
farmer and small business and 
professional man. 

Indorsing the third party idea, 
“after '48," Reuther said the Wal- 
lace party is “pheny,” is not a 
true party and was inspired by 
the Communists for the particular 
purpose of “speaking for the 
Kremlin.” He said the only hope 
for a true third party is realiza- 
tion by labor, farmers and small 
business and professional men 
that their interests will not be 


protected by either major political 
party. 

Discussing the consumers’ co- 
operative .movement, Reuther said 
the greatest contribution by trade 
unions today could be made by 
broadening their activities to en- 
compass the entire community, 
rather than just being concerned 


s with shops operating under uni6n 


agreements. He asserted that re- 
actionary forces are attempting to 
drive a wedge between the work- 
ers in the cities and the workers 
on the farms. Consumer co-oper- 
atives offer a convenient bridge 
for contact with powerful farm 
co-operatives already in existence, 
the speaker stated. 

Force for Unity, Not Division. 

Reuther sees in the co-ops a 
force to help bring about a gov- 
ernment ‘which would cause peo- 
ple to pull together, rather than 
one which plays one element off 
against the other. Saskatchewan, 
he said, has such a government 
in its Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation. 

The UAW official told how a 
co-operative movement started in 
Detroit among the auto workers. 
About a year ago, one union 
started selling goods at cost in 
its hall. Four thousand people 
lined up to buy when the store 
opened. Soon union halls all 


over town were doing the same 
thing, and the facilities were 
strained by the crowds that came. 

Then, Reuther ‘said, wnelesal-’ 
ers and retailers began to fight 
the movement, with one wholesal- 
er after another refusing to sell 
to the unions, 

As a result, $150,000 was raised 
for establishing a co-operative 
wholesale house in the city, which 
would deal direct with farmers 
and farm co-ops. Two large 
stores are expected to open next 
month as a result. 

The movement has spread to 


other Michigan citiés, and to oth- 


states, Reuther said, and cited 
ie situation at Pontiac, Mich. 
Farmer Joins Consumers, 

There, he said, a farmer walked 
into the co-op store before busi- 
ness hours and asked if he could 
look around. He stayed for an 
hour and finally invested $100 in 
the business. Then he inquired 
about the situation in eggs. He 
said other stores paid him 45 cents 
a dozen for eggs at the back door 
and sold the same eggs for 65 
cents up front. 

Out of this discussion, grew co- 
operation between the farmers of 
the area and the consumer's co-op. 
As a result, Reuther said, the 
farmers got more for their eggs 
and consumers bought them cheap- 
er. Also mutual interests were 
established which led to exchange 
of farmer and union speakers. 

Co-ops are not just a means of 


|getting a few. things at a lower 


cost, Reuther declared, but can 
train people in democratic han- 
dling of a portion of our econom- 
ics and can bring them in touch 
with farmers. 

The UAW official declared that 
so-called “free enterprise” is neith- 
er “free” nor “enterprise,” and as- 
serted that the “practical people” 
had led us from boom to bust time 
after time. He called for an end 
to the cycle of war-boom-bust-war. 

“Democracy,” he ‘said, “niay 
have but one more chance to sur- 
vive.” 

Big Profits for Capital. 

Reuther said that on the aver- 
age manufacturers last year had 
profits 50 per cent above 1946, 
which was a peak year. 

Reuther praised the work of 
the local union in establishing the 
Labor Health Institute here for 
its members, and said that this 
accomplishment was known 
throughout the United States, and 
that he had been asked about it 
when visiting Saskatchewan. 

The convention re-elected the 
union president, William  Latal,

E are at a critical point in the evolution of military science. 


We are in a competition in which the winner will emerge from 


the present crisis with the 


using the space about our planet. 


Man was an earth-bound ani- 
mal not so far in the past. More 
than most things in his environ- 
ment, he dreaded the sea, but in 
time he learned to sail on it and 
use it. He learned to use the sea 
to his advantage in war, 

The Punic Wars saw the Ro- 
marig decisively defeat the 'Car- 
thaginians; at sea and thus end 
for all time the rise of Carthage 
@s a great power. The Cartha- 
ginians had by far the best 
ground forces and their elephants 
were uriprecedented on the battle- 
field.in sizé and immunity to 
hand weapons, but, by developing 
radically new types of combat 
geeacraft, the Romans completely 
upset the Carthaginian balance 
of ground power. ' 

It was 2200 years later when sea 
power reached its full potential. 
Then, in the battle of Normandy, 
the Allied powers, using hundreds 
of seacraft of all types, invaded 
the continent of Europe. The sea 
was used to the fullest. 

It is significant because .that 
battle saw sea power at its peak. 
Airpower was just beginning. 

Airpower is now the decisive 
element in modern war—and by 

airpower is meant every con- 
tribution to waging war that 
man has created and that can 
be flown. Men, weapons, am- 
munition, food, bombs, missiles, 
and all that it will take to fight 
a future war must fly. 

Clearly, therefore, in the de- 
velopment of our airpower and 
airborne potential, changes must 
be made in our ground force 
equipment as well as in our Air 
Force equipment. 

For example, there is in exist- 
ence at the present time a ba- 
zooka that will penetrate seven 
inches of armor. is means that 
under favorable conditions an in- 
dividual trooper with a hand 
weapon can knock out a Tiger, 
Stalin or Sherman tank. 

It is unsound to reason that 
now we must build an airplane 
that will fly a tank with still 
greater thickness of armor. The 


fits present form win the battle 
with air-transported shaped- 
charge weapons. In its present 
form the tank is as extinct as 
the heavily armed knights of 
Agincourt.

Keeping foremost in our minds 
the functional purposes of our 
means of ground combat, means 
must be developed and produced 
so that they can be delivered to 
the battlefield in sufficient quan- 
tity to gain the decision. Not only 
must our airplanes, chutes, gliders 
and kiwis be developed, but our 
ground-fighting weapons and 
equipment as well. Only thus will 
we attain a position of dominance 
in airborne warfare. 


the peace. 

At the end of World War II 
the parachute in use by airborne 
units was suitable for individual 
troopers with hand weapons, and 
food and ammunition for several 
days’ fighting. The troopers usual- 
ly landed carrying a rifle, tommy 
gun or automatic weapon with 
from 150 to 250 rounds of ammu- 
nition. 

Dropped from the same plane in 
equipment containers were the 

mortars, heavy ma- 
chine-guns, recoilless rifles, ba- 
zookas, 75-mm. howitzers, etc., 
mecessary to engage on even 
terms anything from a foot sol- 
dier to a heavy tank. The equip- 
ment containers held loads up to 
250 pounds on a single chute. 

The chutes were designed for 
use at speeds of 100 to 120 miles 
an hour from planes that nor- 
mally cruised at 150 miles an 
hour. ' 

In these circumstances, individ- 
wal traopers could be on the 
ground ready to fight less than 
one minute from the time they 
left the plane, and a well-trained 
airborne battalion could begin a 
co-ordinated fight about 20 min- 
utes after it landed. 

Since the war, intensive exper!i- 
ments have ao the women to ~ 
sign safer parachu suitable for 
use at much higher speeds, that 
can deliver much heavier loads, 
that a man can shed faster. It is 
our hope that chutes can be de- 
veloped which will permit safe 
jumping up to several hundred 
miles per hour. 

British Drop Heavy Loads. 

There has also been consider- 
able study and test of dropping 
much larger weapons and equip- 
ment and cargo loads than ever 
before thought possible. Larger 
chutes and clusters of several 
chutes have both been used with 
marked success. The British re- 
cently have dropped loads up to 


best means and methods of fully 


6000 pounds at a rate of descent 
of 20 to 24 feet per second, using 
a cluster of three 42-foot chutes. 

There have been many types of 
gliders, from the small assault 
glider the Germans used in Crete 
to the huge Hamilcar which the 
British used in France. 

The small German glider car- 
ried assault 
their weapons ready to fight. The 
Hamilcar, carrying more than 
eight tons, was used to bring in 
heavy equipment that could be 


other means. 


Allled developments in para- 
chutes have made the German as- 
sault glider technique obsolete. 
Nowadays most airborne comman- 
ders look upon the parachute as 
the vehicle for the assault infan- 
try and the glider as the vehicle 
for heavy guns and equipment. 

The most successful gliders of 
World War II were the U.S, CG-4 
and the British Horsa. 

The CG-4 would carry up to 
i: Be ag which, measured in 
te of effective equipment, 
meant two men and a 57 mm. anti- 
tank gun or a 75 mm. or 105 mm, 
artillery piece, or a jeep, but a 
weapon and its prime mover could 
not be flown in the same glider— 
a serious deficiency, 


The British Horsa could carry 
up to 6700 pounds—an anti-tank 
gun or artillery piece and a jeep. 
The Horsa was made of plywood, 
which splintered badly on land- 
ing. It also seemed to be inflam- 
mable in the heavy flak exposure 
it received crossing the Rhine. It 
was not popular with American 
airborne troops despite its ad- 
mirable weight-carrying charac- 
teristics, 


The CG-4 had one serious short- 
coming when it first appeared on 
the battlefield, a nose opening.

Experts Believe Soviet War-Making Power 
Will Drop Rapidly if Our Bombers Can 
Reach Vital Centers.

The answer to this riddle de- 
pends on two questions. First, 
does our monoply of the atomic 
bomb really permit us to knock 
out a great land power like the 
Soviet Union? Second, have we 
the capability of delivering atomic 
bombs to the Soviet Union's vital 
centers? 


No question is more bitterly de- 
bated by the services than the 
first. The best that can be said 
is that the political and economic 
experts who have devoted their 
lives to studying the Soviet system 
believe that its war-making power 
will rapidly disintegrate if its 
vital centers are destroyed. If 
this is correct, everything depends 
on our own capability to deliver 
the atomic bomb to these vital 
centers, And this means, of course, 
that everything depends on the 
capability of our strategic aircraft 
to strike over great distances into 
the Soviet heartland. 

Striking Range Increased. 

Recent rigorous tests show that 
standard B-29s, operating with 
standard crews, can strike at 
targets more than 2000 miles dis- 
tant and return from their mis- 
sion. With this range, bases in 
the Western Hemisphere cannot 
be used. But it is. inconceivable 
that the Red Army cah simul- 
taneously and _ instantaneously 
overrun western Europe, the Medi- 
terranean, the Middle East and 
northern India. From any of 
these regions, aircraft with an op- 
erating radius of 2000 miles can 
reach the Soviet heartland. 

Furthermore, it may™ seem 
strange, but it is a simple opera- 
tional fact that B-29s can now be 
equipped for refueling in the 
air, They are thus enabled to 
strike at and return from vastly 
more distant targets. The system 
sounds so much like one of the 
more lurid comic strips that most 
people find its effectiveness diffi- 
cult to credit. But air refueling 
has been fully tested by the 
British, and has even been used 
in passenger operations, With 
only one refueling on the way out, 
B-29s can strike at and return 
from targets 3000 miles distant. 
Refueling on the way out and 
on the way home, they can reach 
targets 4000 miles distant. Modi- 
fication of the B-29s to permit 
air refueling is just as important 
in Boeing’s huge new modifica-

Lull in Berlin 


Things in Berlin are better temporarily at 
least. Thanks to the fortunate circumstance that 
the Soviet rail center is in the American sector 
of the city, Gen. Clay was able to give the Rus- 
sians an almost equal dose of their own medi- 
cine. By shutting the Reds out of the railroad 
headquarters which they had been using by our 
agreement, the American military administra- 
tion let them see what it was like to halt Amer- 
ican.and British rail and motor traffic through 
territory which was assigned to the Russians for 


_ occupation purposes. 


This forthright retaliation brought immediate 
results. Aware at last that two can play this 
game of non-co-operation, the Russians changed 
their tune. They now have offered to meet with 
the Western democracies to “clarify” the restric- 
tions which they have imposed on military per- 
sonnel and freight. This stands in sharp con- 
trast to their attitude of recent weeks, as exem- 
plified by their walking out on regular four- 
power Berlin conferences and by their failure 
to hold stated meetings when the Russian com- 
mander was chairman of the Allied Control 
Council last month. 


It would be a mistake and a serious one, how- 
ever, to read more than is justified into this 
easing of the tension in Berlin. The Russians 
obviously do not want an open break, certainly 
not at this time. The methods of infiltration, in- 
ternal division and eventual assumption of con- 
trol through the Communist. organization are 
working too well. 


As everyone knows, the canvas on which the 
Russians are engaged is much larger than the 
rubble-piled former capital of Germany. It is 
obviously no smaller than the whole of Europe 
and at the moment the chosen next victims are 
Italy and Finland: The dramatic halting of 
American and British trains was to demonstrate 
to Italian voters the “weakness” of the Western 
democracies. After our proposal for the return 
of Trieste to Italy, the Russians had to do some- 
thing distracting and they chose to do it where 
they knew the United States and Britain were at 
a geographical disadvantage. 


Nothing is more certain than that if the Iron 
Curtain continues to move west, the heat will 
again be turned on in Berlin. The Russian 
propagandists have already declared that the in- 
tent is to force the Western democracies out of 
Berlin. Sooner or later, a similar stand prom- 
ises to be taken with respect to Vienna. Thus it 
is that the relative calm after the tensions of 
last week is no security at all. 


The need for a conference with Marshal Stalin 
to advise him of the risk he is taking with the 
lives of his own people, along with those of the 
rest of the world, is just as great now as it was 
last week. The need to draft Gen. Eisenhower 
for this mission of peace has not diminished in 
the slightest. 

The drift is toward World War III and it will 
be until it is halted by a new understanding be- 
tween the United States and Russia. Any mo- 
mentary improvement in relations should be wel- 
comed to make immediate plans for an Elisen- 
hower-Stalin man-to-man talk. 
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Those Brighton Ducks 


The wild mallards of Brighton, Mich., can 
dream up our dream world for us, and come to 
think of it, they have.

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High-Priced Bonus 


Missourians will decide next November wheth- 
er veterans shall receive a state bonus. The price 
is $135,000,000 to be raised by a one-cent in- 
crease in the sales tax. More than any other 
tax, the sales tax pinches those least able to pay. 
Even the bonus lobby opposed an increase in the 
sales tax because it would collect too.much of 
the money from young veterans with small in- 
comes. It favored a higher property tax but the 
real estate lobby knocked that out. 

If the bonus is voted, it will be paid only after 
five years. Whatever need was claimed for a 
bonus, the long wait does not meet it. It is a 
questionable bargain even for the recipients. 
They and their dependents are already a third 
of the population so they would be paying a 
third or more of their own bonus. To that ex- 
tent it is a five-year “forced savings” scheme 
for them. The rest of the money would come 
penny by penny from non-veterans—a dispro- 
portionately large part of it, like other sales tax 
revenues, from people with low incomes. The 
sufferers would include the widows and children 
of men who lost their lives in the war, who pay 
sales taxes like everyone else but are slated for 
no bonus. 

This is a severe price for a gratuity to a young, 
able-bodied class which needs no special relief 
from the state. Nor would the paying end in 
five years. Missouri's sales tax was started at 
one-half of 1 per éent for relief but has already 
risen to 2 per cent and become the largest source 
of state revenue. If veterans are given a lease 
on a third cent, various special interests will lay 
their plans to take it over after the five years. 
The school and old-age pension lobbies, for in- 
stance, are always money-hungry and they never 
miss a chance. 

The bonus just is no bargain at the price. 
Voters should reject it, and a good many veter- 
ans should be among them.

But the Ninth International Conference of 
American States, postponed since 1943, now is in 
session, and Secretary of State Marshall deems 
the reweaving of the fabric of hemispheric in- 
terdependence of sufficient importance to com- 
mand his personal attendance. 

He finds himself, however, as much a spokes- 
man for Europe as for North America. Certain 
Latin American politicians seem to believe that 
Europe’s current plight offers them a first-rate 
chance to take over such areas as are still held 
on their continent by European powers—British, 
French and Dutch Guiana, for example. Vene- 
zuela is proposing plebiscites in such areas. And 
Argentina and Chile, of course, have made posi- 
tive claims on British insular possessions on the 
edge of the Antarctic. 

It seems somewhat less than fair to raise these 
issues just now—especially with nationalistic 
references to how the colonists drove the Brit- 
ish out of one continent and the Spaniards out 
of the other. Aftér all, the remaining colonies 
were tolerated for more than a century; so why 
the sudden urge to take over? In view of the 
Monroe Doctrine, no Latin American government 
need fear that these little segments of the map 
will be used as bases for a revival of colonial 
expansion. So the move looks like an effort 
to grab while the grabbing is easy. As such, 
it ig beneath the dignity of those proposing it. 
No doubt, Mr. Marshall will suggest that the 
matter be postponed until the European govern- 
ments are in a better position to discuss it. 

The conference has more important work on 
its agenda. For one thing, it is supposed to com- 
plete the Organic Pact of the Inter-American 
System, a sort of constitution for hemispheric co- 
operation. And then there are all the problems 
incident to meshing the Latin American economy 
with those of the United States and of Europe. 
A way must be found of financing the purchase 
of Latin American foodstuffs—badly needed be- 
yond the Atlantic—so that Lafin America may 
buy United States manufactured goods. And then 
there is a question of co-ordinated action against 
Russian propaganda which seeks to en South 
American economic difficulties. 

These major problems hardly leave any time 
for petty land-grabbing. If they are sqlved, they 
will afford the rest of the world that “example 
of the possibilities of international co-operation 
in the Western Hemisphere,” which, according 
to the State Department, “must inevitably serve 
as a beacon light for the hopes of mankind.” 
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Reminder to County Voters 

Tomorrow is an election day in St. Louis Coun- 
ty—one of those school election days which all 
too often are observed by staying away from 
the polls in large numbers. It happens, how- 
ever, that the county library issue is being raised 
for the third time. Certain elements in Ladue 
and in the rural areas are making another effort 
to get rid of the mill tax which has made pos- 
sible the bookmobiles and the booketerias in 
areas previously without library service. 

It is hardly necessary to argue the value of 
a public library, especially to school children. 
Even the opponents of the county institution 
probably would not dispute the point were they 
not so tax-wary. 

Those, however, who believe that books are 
worth the price had better express their opin- 
ion at the polls. They are in the majority. Yet 
through complacency, they could lose by default. 
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A UN Warning to the U.S. 


Comparing the waste of soil in the United 
States and China, the Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization gives the United States the worst of 
the picture. Overpopulation, says a new report 
by the UN agency, gives China some excuse for 
its widespread erosion. “The United States, on 


_ the other hand, is historically a young country, 


but one in which exploitation has been savage 
and rapid, encouraged by the ‘spirit of individual 
enterprise,’ fostered by Government and popular 
sanction.” 

Two generations of American Conservationists 
have said the same thing. Detailed figures prove 
the whole indictment: Vast areas have lost their 
fertility and, like the spread of city slums, the 
depletion of land continues faster than the re- 
building of fertility. 

Most people probably sense that the farmer's 
freedom to “mine” his land must eventually be 
discouraged for the. sake of his own children 
and everybody's: children, Yet we continue to 
do too little about it, so there have been soil 
disasters, and there will be more. There were 
the terrible dust storma of the 1930s—and now, 
in western Kansas. there is the worst dust storm 
since the early 1930s. Millions of acres are un- 
protected against the ravages of wind and rain. 
When the dry winds and torrential rains return, 
this year or another year, the deserts will march 
again unless the land is meanwhile brought un- 
der protection. 

The soil is the foundation pier of national pros- 
perity, security and defense. How much more 
tragic loss must we suffer before we treat it ac- 
cordingly? 
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Pap From Mr. Taft 


Senator Taft criticizes President Truman for 
opposing tax reduction when the country faces 
the largest annual surplus it has ever had. “The 
New Dealers,” he said at Lindenwood College, 
“have hung on to these taxes with the hope they 
would find new methods of spending money to 
reduce this surplus.” 

Mr. Taft concentrates on a few billion dollars 
of 1948 surplus but ignores the 253-billion- 


dollar war debt. Mr. Truman proposed to apply 


the surplus to reduce the debt. The Republi- 
cans have big majorities in Congress to stop him 
cold if he had tried to use the money for any- 
thing else.

Why Not Leave It to the Experts?

Southern Bell asked to increase its rates 
to yield $3,715,000 more revenue, saying in 
effect it was going broke, The Public Serv- 
ice Commission, after a long hearing, agreed 
to rates which would, in theory, produce 
$1,412,000 more revenue. Try that for a 
while and see how it works out, the com- 
mission said, 


Southern Bell went to court, saying its 
constitutional rights were being denied, its 
property taken without due process. As a 
temporary measure, a three-fudge Fulton 
tribunal last week authorized an increase 
of $360,765 in revenue over the commission’s 
ruling. This judgment will hold good un- 
til there is final determination by court, 
perhaps by jury verdict or maybe after re- 
port by a special master, 


The three judges were not of one mind. 
Judge Bond Almand favored giving the com- 
pany all it asked. Judge Walter C. Hen- 
drix was for not disturbing the commis- 


sion’s order before final adjudication. Judge | 


Frank A. Hooper split the middle with the 
proposal which won, 2 to 1. 


In theory it ought to be fairly easy to 
determine how much revenue the company 
is entitled to under our laws affecting pub- 
lic utilities operating franchised monopo- 
lies. The controlling principle is that they 
should get, over and above the cost of op- 
eration, a sum.constituting a just return on 
a fair value of the property, with the pro- 
vision that the rates do not exact more 
than the service is reasonably worth and 
that they not be used to defray the cost 
of poor management. 


It is easy to say what is a just rate of 
return. The question of fair value is more 
susceptible of debate, but it is not hard to 
reach a legal determination as to defini- 


tion and apply the definition to the dem- 
onstrated or admitted facts of valuation. 

But the case of the Southern Bell is 
considerably more difficult than those of 
other utilities. This is due to the inter- 
corporate relationship of the company, with 
its parent and sisters. The company buys 
nearly all of its equipment from Western 
Electric, which is owned by A.T.&T. It 
gets most of its capital from its parent, 
through stock sales and borrowings. It 
pays its parent large sums for various serv- 
ices of management. It splits a lot of its 
revenue with its parent and its affiliates 
for long-distance inter-communication, 


So, its costs and charges are subject to 
close scrutiny by bodies charged with the 
public duty of rate regulation, and there is 
in them many an oppertuany for violent 
disagreement, 


It follows that only persons of especial 
ability and special training are capable of 
correctly determining fair rates. - 

It seems to us that Chairman McDonald, 
of the Georgia Public Service Commission, 
has logio on his side when he says the 
court should say in what specific details 
the commission violated the law and, fail- 
ing to do that, should let the commission’s 
decision stand. 


This is not to say we would deny the 
Southern Bell right of appeal to the court’s 
on the ground of confiscation. We believe 
the company ought to get enough revenue 
to compensate its owners and justify in- 
vestment in its future growth. But a court 
ought to have positive proof that rates set 
by the Public Service Commission are in- 
adequate before upsetting them. 

Else, why have a Public Service Commis- 
sion? Why not let every rate case be de 
termined in courts? 


Pappy Might Think Otherwise

The McGraw-Hill publications, publisher 
of a score of business and technical maga- 
zines, and of business, industrial and tech- 
nical books, heads its latest pro-business 
propaganda broadside with this caption: 
“Why You Cannot Get Ahead as Your 
Father Did.” 


To boil down the McGraw-Hill thesis of 
some 1200 words to a sentence, the nation 
is being driven to socialism by Government 
taxation which has “undercut the incen- 
tives that help us to get ahead.” 


We believe that most of the 15 million 
union members, who can look back to their 
fathers’ time without nostalgic exaggera- 
tion, will contend that they are getting 
along much better than did the “old man,” 
who probably worked 10 or more hours a 
day, six days a week, didn’t own a car, a 
home or a lot of modern household appli- 
ances, have any life insurance, or enjoy 
the benefits of the social security now 
available to most workers, even though 
they have to pay high income taxes, 


Present high taxes are largely due to the 
fact that the “old man” did not have to pay 
the cost of two world wara in 25 years, 
wars from which big business grew to 
monopolies, and moderate-sized business 
into big business. 

On the other hand, there is proportion- 
ately not as much little business and mod- 
erate sized business today as there was in 


the old man’s day, and the little entre- 
preneur admittedly is finding the competi- 
tion tougher. They have been put out of 
business or left little by big business, some 
of which is necessary to produce enough 
for a nation which has twice as many peo- 
ple and a national income five times as 
high as in the “old man’s” day. 


Take McGraw-Hill as an example. That 
firm puts out in the neighborhood of 20 
trade magazines and publishes text books 
by the hundreds. It is probable that 40 
years ago, in pappy’s hey-day, 50 publishing 
houses did not do the business or make the 
profits this multi-million-dollar corporation 
does today. 


Sure, all of us would like to cut taxes to 
zero, restore genuine private enterprise, 
and keep all we earn. But if we did, all of 
those conveniences we enjoy today, public 
services like good roads, education, health 
and a lot of other things would have to be 
eliminated; and there would not be a frac- 
tion of the buyers of the things McGraw- 
Hill and every other opponent of high 
taxation (for themselves) have to sell. 

All you need do to determine whether 
taxes are driving the kind of business 
McGraw-Hill speaks for, to the poorhouse 
of socialism, is to compare the annual earn- 
ings of the top 10,000 corporations from the 
second half of 1945 when the war ended, 
through 1946, 1947 and the first quarter of 
1948,

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 
B-29 bombers aiming at far dis- 
tant targets now can be refueled 
in the air and it can be done in 
a very few minutes, the Air Force 
reported yesterday. 

One expert said British flyers 
have developed a method of 
pumping gasoline from one plane 
to another at the rate of about 


The expert 
said United States Air Force 
technique and equipment ig de- 
signed to accomplish this at sev- 
eral times the British speed. 
This indicated that a B-29 in 
flight could take on practically a 
full load of gasoline in about 15 
minutes. 

Secretary of the Air Force Sym- 
ington previously had disclosed 
that refueling in the air made it 
possible for B-20s to take off from 
Alaska, bomb any part of Russia 
and return to Américan bases.

BUT FLIES SOLO IN 
B-25 FOR 6&60 MILES 


MINNEAPOLIS, April 5 (AP)— 
An Air Force sergeant with an 
urge to fly but no experience as 
a pilot went visiting Sunday in 
a B-25 plane and made an unau- 
thorized solo flight from Ohio to 
Minnesota.

A Mila beiaes 
Of Muscles 


Is Discussed 
By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


YASTHENIA gravis is a 

chronic disease that is char- 

acterized by’an unusual and 
irregularly abnormal state of the 
muscles. As a result of this dis- 
ease, the muscles fatigue Very 
easily. The muscles most com- 
monly involved are those of the 
throat, face, neck, eyes, and par- 
ticularly, the muscles that con- 
trol swallowing, chewing and talk- 
ing. The cause is unknown. A 
small gland in the neck near the 
thiyroid gland, called the thymus 
giand, is said to be abnormal in 
about half of the cases, Although 
many investigators have attempted 
to link this gland with the cause 
of the disease, the exact role is 
still not undgrstood. Wamen are 
afflicted about as often as men,’ 
and the disease appears most com- 
monly during early middle age. 

Question: “My sister is a‘switch- 
board operator, and has a disease 
which is called myasthenia gravis. 
She has difficulty talking for any 
length of time, What causes this 
difficulty? What is known about 
the disease, and how is it treated? 

Answer: In addition to the dif- 
ficulty an afflicted person ex- 
Periences in talking, swallowing, 
chewing or controlling the eyes, 
it is usually noted that if the in- 
volved muscles are stimulated by 
an electrical current, they tire out 
much more easily than normal 
muscles, but function generally 
returns after periods of rest. There 
is a chemcal called creatinine 
which occurs in the muscles as a 
result of metabolism (body pro- 
cesses), and in myasthenia gravis 
the amount of this material passed 
out into the urine is said to be 
abnormally high. Although this is 
true in some cases, it is not true 
in all, and this role is not clearly 
understood.

Hard Water 
OMEWHERE in our filing cab- 
inet, probably back of the 
squirrel’s nest, is a consider- 

able collection of letters from peo- 
ple who complain of ugly rine 
around bathtubs that can’t be 
scrubbed off, a diminishing hot 
water supply or the inability to 


get up a good lather for that 
morning shave. 


All these, and a lot more trou- 
bles are due to hard water. Hard 
water has a high mineral content 
that won't hurt you but will line 
water pipes to reduce the flow 
through them and when it mixes 
with ordinary soap it makes a 
scum that has driven many a 
housewife to despair. 


The easiest way to take care of 
this condition is to have a water 
softener installed in the basement 
so that all the water going to the 
house fixtures is treated and made 
soft. You can either buy one of 
these softeners or hire a water 
softener service where you just 
pay so much a month and don’t 
have to buy any equipment. 


Another angle is to buy a small 
softener that fits over the water 
faucet and softens up the water 
as it comes out. If you want soft 
‘water at another tap, remove the 
softener and put it where you 
want, it, 

And last but not least of all, you 
can use a special cleaning agent

Meet the Mayor of Persimmon Ridge 


Holds Office by One Vote (His Own) —Persimmon Ridge? A Suburb of McLeansboro, Ill.

McLEANSBORO, Ill, April 5. 
AN ALLEY has at Jjeast two 
claims to fame. He ig Mayor 
of Persimmon Ridge and he 

owns the cistern into which H. 
Allen Smith fell when he was a 
boy. This H. Allen Smith was 
rescued and grew up to be a 
book writer, which makes that 
cistern historic, If it hadn’t been 
there and if this Smith person 
hadn't been rescued from it, he 
would not have grown up and he 
would not have written any books 
and that would (or sca: not) 
have been too bad. 

What brought this up Was the 
publication late last year of a book 
called “Lo, the Poor Egyptian,” 
which was facetiously’ spoken of 
in some quarters as a new Lo 
because Smith had previously writ- 
ten “Low Man on a Totem Pole.” 
Because there are ‘many cisterns 
and many Smiths in the land, Dan 
Alley’s cistern was little remem- 
bered even in McLeangboro until 
the man named Smith came back 
on a visit and pointed it out as at 
least a contributing factor to his 
literary career. 

Touching on the time when he 
was low man in the cistern Smith 
mentioned the fact that, alfhough 
only one man pulled him out he 
had encountered on his visit three 
men who claimed the honor, if 
that was the word for it. How- 
ever, there was only one cistern 
and Dan Alley is the sole owner 
of that. It stands there on Alley’s 
side porch and on occasion he 
stands beside it with proper pride 
and if encouraged he handles the 
historic chain by means of which 
Smith was saved from a watery 
death. 

It is only in recent years that 
Alley has been the proprietor of 
the house where Smith was born 
and the cistern where he almost 
died.

It 
dawned on him when Smith came 
and stood beside it. It seemed to 
him that if Smith was looking for 
a cistern into which to fall he 
couldn’t have found a better one. 

Dan Alley points out, however, 
that possession of the only cistern 
into which Author Smith ever fell 
is not his only distinction, It is 
as Mayor of Persimmon Ridge 
that he really shines. When he 
came to live at the edge of Mc- 
Leansboro it seemed to him that 
what the neighborhood needed

So he named it Persimmon 
Ridge and ran for mayor and
